AT HOBOKSN STRONGLY OBJECT- 


ED TO BY CLEB&YMEN. 


He Talked on tue Bible anil Ridiculed It« 


TeachiiiEH— No Blasphemy Allowed. 


NEW YOHK, Feb. 85.—The attempt made 


to prevent Colonel Bob Ingersoll from de- 
llveriug his lecture on "The Hgly Bible" 
at tho Hoboken theater last nijrht proved 
a failure. As the result; of a protest issued 
by tho pastors of three of tho most prom- 
inent churches In that place. Mayor Fagau 
on Saturday totted orders that the theater 
be closed yestordtr/, thereby practically 
debarring Colonel lagorsoll from appear- 
ing. 


Tho mayor's decree occasioned a great 


deal of comment, with the result that the 
matter was reconsidered yesterday. Be- 
fore noon Corporation Attorney Mlnturn 
and Mayor Fajan called upon RBV. H. T. 
Beatty—the minister who Is at tha head 
and front of the reform movement in Ho- 
boken—and stated to hltn that it was tho 
opinion of tho corporation attorney that 
no steps could be taken by the authorities 
to stop tho lecture. 


Shortly afternoon u consultation was 


held In tho offleo of Chief of Police Dono- 
van, at which, iu addition to the chief of 
police, the mayor and Mr. Chirk, manager 
for Colonel Ingersoll, and Mr. Davis, tha 
manager of tho theater, were present. 
The two ni.anagors wore informed of the 
decision of tho corporation attorney, and 
'they departed with the assurance that the 
lecture might take place. 


To prevent any disturbance on the part 


of the audience and also to stop any blas- 
phemous utterances on tha part of the 
lecturer, Detectives Nelson and Gallagher 
wore sent to tho thoater from police head- 
quarters. 
But on neither grounds was 


their presence necessary, for beyond fre- 
quent bursts of applause the audience was 
orderly and tho speaker confined himself 
almost entirely to his text, with an occa- 
sional ironical allusion to tho clergymen 
of Hoboken and tho statute of I^ow Jersey 
law to which the reformers had been 
clinging.

yard, or properly speaking the Lowell line 
this morning, destroying the 
beautiful 


residence of Agent August, Fels of the 
Sfcrrimack Woolen mills, situated at 030 
Lakeviuw avenue. 


It was 5.:l() o'clock this morning when 


the alarm from box 1!)5 called Chief Hos- 
iiier and a portion of the fire department 
to the scene oC the blaze, and in a short 
time it was reported that Mr, Fels' beauti. 
fill home was a total wreck, the lives of 
his family having been saved with con- 
siderable ditticully. 


The employes of the Xavy Yard ,mills, of 


which Mr. Fels is agent, had justgtine into 
work, when fleorge Pen-in, a newsboy 
who was pursuing his ronLe, noticed flames 
Issue from the rear oE the building, on the 
Dracut sidrj. 


With considerable presence of mind, he 


rushed to the doors and succeeded in 
arousing the sleeping inmates. 


Hi; then pulled in the alarm. 
The lire department responded quickly 


but it was the same old story, "upon their 
arrival the hydrants were frozen. 


There were two of these hydrants, one 


at the cross roads, 10U feel above the 
louse, and the other about oO yards or 
more below. A little time was lost in 
tbawin;.; these out. while the (lames kept 
spreading. 


The wind was not entirely an ill one for 


tblew from the east and conl'med the 
[lames to the rear of the house for some 
little time. 


In tin; meantime the family had been 


enabled to dress anil get out" safely. Ill 
the family wore Mr. and Mrs. Fels, five 
children, a lady relative and a servant. 
One of these, Master Max Fels, the third 
oldest, was quite ill with tonsilitis. lie 
was carried out in blankets and removed 
to tliu residence of .Manager P. F. Sullivan 
of the L. & S. street railway company, 
across the street, where the entire family 
were immediately made at home. 
The 


young man was none the worse for his un- 
pleasant expcrinnce, and fortunately none 
of the family were affected any more se- 
riously than by the great excitement at- 
tending such a disaster. 


The tire broke out In a partition in the 


sink room which adjoins the kitchen. 
Directly over it is a hallway leading into 
the sleeping room of Mr. Gus Fels, Jr., 
and brother, the former being the popular 
young clerk in the street railroad olHcc, 


The lire was dangerously close to Gus 


when he woke up, but he was equal to the 
emergency and taking hia little brother in 
liis arms dashed down stairs into the open 
air with him. 


The blaze attracted attention for miles 


around and in a short time many willing 
hands were busily engaged in removing 
household effects.
